WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—The 
Plague situation on tae Pacific Coast 
is said to greatly improved 
within the last —— and the of- 
ficials who have beén most active in 
the work of its suppression, are en- 
couraged to believe that with contin- 
wed vigilance its complete eradication 
is certain. 

Dr. Walter Wyman, surgeon-general 
of the Public Health and Marine 
Hospital Service, in a report to the 
Secretary of the Treasury concerning 
human plague and  plague-infected 
rats in San Francisco, Oakland, Berke- 
ley, Contra Costa county, and Los 
Angeles, and in Seattle, Wash., cover- 
ing the period by montas from May, 
1907, to October 31, 1908, shows that 
since this last-named date, no case of 
human plague, or of plague-infected 
rats has been discovered on the Pa- 
cific Coast. 

The report shows that in May. 1907, 
there was one case of human plague 


in San Francisco and this resulted fa- 


tally. In June and July there were 
but in August there were eleven 
of which six resulted fatally. 

In September tae number of cases 
had increased to forty-one, with twen- 
ty-one deaths. In October there were 
twenty-four 
dea cases 
had increased to thirty-six, with sev- 
enteen deaths. 

For many months the paysicians in 
charge of the work had trapped week- 
ly from 3000 to 6000 ts which were 
examined bacteriologi y with refer- 
ence to plague infection, as y were 
found dead, but it was not ust No- 
vember, 1907. that their efforts to trace 
the plague outbreak to rats were en- 
tirely successful. During that month, 

‘e-Infected rats were 


were thirty-six 
human cases and eight deaths. and 
forty-three infected rats were trapped 
or found dead. During January, 1908, 
sixty-four plague rats were found, but 
the number of human cases had fallen 
to one. In February there was only 
one human case, but the number of 
infection-bearing rats secured had in- 
creased to 111, but since that month 
not a single human case has appeared 
at any of the coast points under ob- 
servation, and the number of infected 
rats secu gradually fallen off, 
with 58 in March, 4 in April, 82 in 
May. 3 in June, 2 in July. i in August, 
none in September and 2 in r. 
Since then — a single infected rat 
has been ta 

As to — the report shows 
that during the last four months in 
1907 there were twelve human cases 
and seven deaths, but no cases have 
developed since then. During the same 
period, however, 125 infected rats were 
found: all of these, however, with the 
exception of one taken last October, 
were captured prior to last May. 

In Berkeley. there was one death in 
September, 1907, but no case since, nor 
have any infected rats been taken 
there. 

In Contra Costa county there were 
two plague deaths in July, 1907, and 
one recovered case in November, but 
none since. No plague rats have been 
taken in that vicinity. 

In Los Angeles there was one single 
case reported in August, 1908, but none 
since. 

A plague-infected ground ulrrel 
was taken at Los Angeles at the time 
the human case was repo no 
infected squirrels or rats have been 
taken since then. 

In Seattle, three fatal human cases 
were reported tn October, 1907, but the 
city has been since that date entirely 
free from human cases.

George P. Ahren, writes: “The investi- 
gations\of this bureau show that the 
great wealth of the Philippine Islands 
forests is in the lighter grades of tim- 
ber that belong to the Dipterocarp 
family (red and white Lauan, for m- 
stance.) ‘The work of the Division of 
Forest Investigations for the past two 
years in locating large bodies of tim- 
ber convinces of this. .Experience 
here and such information can be in- 
directly obtained from India and Bor- 
neo indicates this as the case for 
eastern tropics in general. If it be 
true that the tropics in general are 
as rich in woods of the grade of the 
conifers as are the Philippines, it is 
of great interest to conifer producing 
countries. It means that they can 
look to tropical countries for substi- 
tutes.“ 
It is conservatively estimated, says 
the bulletin, that there are about 16. 
000,000 acres of timber in the Philip- 
pines which it is possible to export on 
a large scale, and that the total 
amount of standing timber on this 
area is not less than 40,000,000.000 board 
feet. With proper management the 
annual growth should supply at least 
400,000,000 feet of timber. The con- 
sumption of saw timber in the Phil- 
ippines at present is less than 100. 
000.000 board feet. It would be 
sible, therefore, for the Philippine for- 
ests to supply all the present require- 
ments of the home market with a bal- 
ance of 300,000,000 feet left over for 
export trade.

OOD WORK WELL DONE FOR CAL- 
IFORNIA. 

We have before us in pamphlet form the show- 
ing made before the House Committee on Ways and 
Means by the committee sent to W the 
Citrus Protective League of California. The work 
undertaken by the committee was to show why citrus 
fruit growers in this State need protection through 
the tariff in order that their important industry 
may survive in competition with foreign growers. 
There are only ten small pages in the pamphlet, but 
the ground is covered in a masterly manner. 

As to oranges and grape fruit, all California asks 
is that the duty now in force be not disturbed. One 
cent per pound is found to be fairly effective in giv- 
ing the vusiness a chance, so far as oranges go. It 
is not enough on grape fruit, but this business is not 
of sufficient importance yet to suggest to the com- 
mittee that any change should be made. 

The lemon industry is not sufficiently protected 
by the present duty, which is the same on all cit- 
rus fruit. The committee asks that in revising the 
tariff the duty on lemons be increased 50 per cent., 
or to 1% cents per pound. 

The exhibits laid before the Ways and Means 
Committee should be made widely public. The fact 
that many orange groves in California are owned 
by persons of great wealth, who buy them, not on a 
commercial, but on an esthetic, basis, has created 
delusion as to the profits accrting from growing 
oranges. A grove in a sightly position, with fine 
improvements, and near a city, often sells for $2000 
per acre. It is bought some person of great 
wealth for a home, and no thought is given to its 
ability to produce full revenue on the price. No 
doubt the fact that it will pay 2 to 2% per cent. net 
profit on the price counts for something. 

The exhibits laid before the Congressional com- 
mittee show that the cost of bringing an orange 
grove into bearing is about $1000 per acre, that this 
is the price at which the property usually sells, and 
that, taking a series of the best years, the net profit 
on all the bearing acreage in the State is not more 
than 4 1-3 per cent. on that figure. When the fact 
is considered that the owner of a grove devotes all 
his time to the care of the trees, this profit must 
seem quite reasonable. 

Under the present protective tariff and with this 
modest profit secured, the business of growing 
orange trees has made satisfactory progress in the 
State during the past ten years. The acreage has 
increased from 30,193 in 1898 to 104,073 acres in 
1908. In the decade the crop has grown from 5,371,- 
000 to 10,486,000 boxes. 

To those who remember the condition of the in- 

dustry ten years ago, when groves were being dug 
up, this showing is a great justification of the Ding- 
ley tariff act. 
The benefits do not all go to the owners of these 
lands. The business gives employment to 15,000 
persons at good wages, and affords a living for 
75,000 persons in the most delightful climate on 
the earth. 

Nor is this all. The millions who live in the United 
States are getting oranges of a better quality at a 
lower price than when almost all the supply came 
from abroad. The result is that the consumption of 
oranges has increased 300 per cent. in the ten 
years. It is important to realize that this means 
an ample supply of the finest fruit that grows at 
moderate cost to all, the poor and the rich alike. 

It is different with lemons. The cost of an acre 
of lemon trees is about the same as one of orange 
trees. So it is with the cost of production, packing, 
freight and marketing. But the yield per acre is 
not so great and the fruit has to be cured. Inquiry 
shows that to put a box of oranges in the cars in 
California ready for shipment costs about $1.05, 
whereas a box of lemons in the same position costs
